by noon Sunday. 


May Change Date. 
Dr. Hugo Eckener, the dirigible's 
commander, reluctantly abandoned 
the westward cruise plan before 
noon today. 
Cross hangar winds 
have held the ship indoors since 
she landed here from Germany, and 
examination of weather maps to­ 
day convinced Dr. Eckener that it 
would be dangerous to try a flight 
today. 
When he came here from Ger­ 
many, he explained, he intended to 
stay but 14 days. 
If he outstayed 
that period, he said, he probably 
would encounter unfavorable con­ 
ditions at the end of his return 
flight. During the days of waiting 
here, he said, many times he was 
eager to take the Zeppelin into the 
west and exhibit her powers to 
America’s people. 
While Sunday was set as the 
tentative date of departure for Ger­ 
many, Dr. Eckener said Atlantic 
weather conditions 
woul* 
deter­ 
mine the sailing date. 
1'reviously 
he had said he expected the Atlan­ 
tic crossing would require not more 
than two and a half days. 
Will Come Again. 
“We are prepared to Bhow,” the 
commander told the 
Associated 
Press, “that Atlatnic crossings can 
be done at short intervals. 
To 
that end, I prefer not to prolong 
my stay in this hospitable country 
for more than about two weeks at 
this time.” 
He added that be would make 
the inland trip in America on an­ 
other voyage. 
“I bitterly regret the failure to 
show the Graf Zeppelin to your 
midwestern cities," he said. “Our 
visit to the American interior is 
postponed, but not abandoned, We 
shall look forward to making it 
when our ship has been proven by 
another round trip over the Atlan 
tic."

W ashington, D. C. Oct. 26— By 
midnight of November sixth it is 
possible, and indeed probable, that 
fully half of the people 
of the 
United States will know who is to 
be the next President and 
the 
next Vice President. If more have 
not received the news it will be 
because they did not care to sit 
up for the returns. Only in case 
that the result is very close will 
there be any doubt by midnight 
of election day. Most of the votes 
will have been counted, and the 
vast machinery of news-gathering 
will have assembled the 
results 
and announced the verdict. 
This compilation of presiden­ 
tial election returns is the most 
extensive and strenuous Job per­ 
formed by the 
news-fathering 


agencies of the country. 
Their 
distribution to the waiting public 
is a combined triumph for the 
press, the telegraph and 
tele­ 
phone, and the radio. None 
of 
this machinery of providing ear­ 
ly returns is official, except the 
counting of the ballots. The offi­ 
cial count and tabulation 
of re­ 
sults may take 
days, weeks or 
months. The newspaper returns 
must be gathered with 
all the 
speed which modern 
ingenuity 
can muster. 
KM urns by Radio 
More than half our population 
is in cities, and most of this half 
will have access 
to 
newspaper 
bulletin boards, but many of this 
half, and most of the rural popu­ 
lation, will get its returns 
this 
year by wireless. The radio has 
brought election results into mil­ 
lions of households. It will bs tbs 


newspapers, 
however, 
which 
gather the facts and 
broadcast 
thorn, with perhaps some direct 
gathering by telegraph, radio and 
telephone companies. The great 
press 
associations 
have 
their 
plans well laid for the task. 
In 
every state they have offices with 
wires reaching into every 
coun­ 
ty. At the center of this network 
sit experienced men, 
assembling 
the figures, using mechanical tab­ 
ulators, and flashing their

suits onward to central 
offices 
where groups of states are

sembled, and finally to one nerve 
center where the whole mass of 
figures is digested and the mean 
ing reud in the light of the total 
possible electoral vote.

Borah Sees Need for Im­ 
mediate Action on

BORAH AND 
HOOVER IN 
CONFERENCE 


W ashington, O ct 26—(ZPl—Sena­ 
tor William E. Borah of Idaho, who 
returned today from a southern 
campaign tour for Herbert Hoover, 
believes that a special session of 
congress to enact farm relief legi- 
lation is needed.

‘‘Unless the short session takes 
up the subject,” Mr. Borah said, 
‘ and concludes satisfactory legisla­ 
tion upon it, I am thoroughly in 
favor of an extra session of con­ 
gress. I would like to see the ses­ 
sion called at once. There is every 
reason tor a special session and 
to my mind 
no 
sound 
reason 
against it.” 
The Idahoan had discussed the 
farm relief question with Mr. Hoo­ 
ver at their luncheon, especially 
in reference to the candidate’s St. 
Louis speech. 
Next week the senator will con­ 
iine his campaigning for Hoover, 
probably speaking at Asheville, N. 
C., on Monday or Tuesday and then

A five-year-old boy and his 19- 
month-qld baby sister had a nar­ 
row escape from death when the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Alphonse 
LePalm of Danforth, burned to the 
ground last Thursday, and as a re­ 
sult a family of eight is destitute.

close, there w ill be a representa­ 
tive of a newspaper, a unit in this 
great web of information gath­ 
ering. H is purpose 
will be 
to 
learn at the earliest moment the 
presidential vote of that precinct, 
and to transmit the figures, usu­ 
ally by telephone, to 
his news­ 
paper. There are not enough reg­ 
ular reporters for this work, and 
many newspapers w ill have train­ 
ed a set of delivery boys, 
or 
a 
special group of high school stu­ 
dents. or some other 
force 
of 
men or women to handle this pre­ 
cinct job. 
W here voting is done on vot­ 
ing machines, the election judges 
will be able to open the machines 
and read the mechanically added 
totals within a few’ m inutes after 
the polls close. W here paper bal­ 
lots are used, the counting 
will 
be 
slow, but in most places the 
presidential vote will be the first 
to be counted, and its result giv­ 
en unofficially to the newspaper 
representatives as soon 
as pos­ 
sible. From this 
beginning 
the 
chain winds its 
way 
through 
county centers, state centers, and 
regional centers. A few hours af­ 
ter th# polls 
are closed 
the 
people of Maine w ill known that 
a certain number of precincts in 
Oregon gave Hoover 
so 
many 
votes, and Smith so n\any. Hour 
by hour the flashes of news will 
show the progress of tho count, 
and by m idnight, unless 
it 
is 
very close, enough precincts will 
have reported in Oregon to show- 
pretty certainly which side 
has 
carried the state. 
D ifference in Tim e Figure* 
Oregon, however, w ill 
know 
the Maine 
result 
much 
sooner 
than Maine hears from the Pacif­ 
ic Coast, because of the differ­ 
ence in time. Indeed 
the 
west 
coast wil have heard the results 
from many 
of the 
precints 
in 
states using voting machines, ev­ 
en before the polls close 
in the 
western states. 
In early days the exciting busi- 
m*s of watching or listening 
to 
election returns was unheard of. 
To begin with only a few states 
had popular elections 
for 
the 
Presidency, 
as 
the 
legislature 
chose the presidential 
electors. 
By 1828 all states were 
having 
popular elections 
except 
South 
Carolina, but not all were vot­ 
ing on the sam e day. From early 
October until late November, var­ 
ious states had elections, and re­ 
turns were gradually collected by 
mail. In 1845 Congress 
adopted 
the uniform 
national 
election 
law-, fixing the first Tuesday af­ 
ter the first Monday in 
Novem 
ber as the date for a’l states. In 
1 848 the first newspaper bulletin 
board displayed election returns. I 
r.. ncral Zi harv Taylor, then 
a 
citizen of T/Ouisiana. 
was 
the 
Whig 
candidate, and 
the 
New 
Orleans 
Picayune, 
now 
the 
Times-Picayune, was the 
news­ 
paper which inaugurated the el­ 
ection bulletin system . 
The slow gathering of returns 
♦ ven after telegraph wires 
ex- 
i nded everywhere was once the 
lese of a great election contest 
in ISTA A Democratic inquiry of 
a Republican newspaper 
showed 
that the Democrats were not sure 
they had won, although the Re­ 
publicans 
thought 
that 
Tilden 
was elected. This doubt caused 
the Republican campaign 
mana­ 
ger to issue his famous order of 
•‘claim everything.” On that or­ 
der was built up the background 
for public opinion to support the 
Republican claim s in 
Louisiana, 
Florida. 
and 
South 
Carolina 
which finally 
won 
Hayes 
the 
Presidency. Claim everything re 
mains the 
political 
manager's 
rule, to the last ditch 
Early election returns have o f­ 
ten been m isleading. 
the 
last 
instance of this being in 
1916 
when 
Mr. Hughes went to bed 
believing that he had been elect 
ed. and woke up first to doubt 
and then to know that he had lost 
The difference in time from East 
to West created that 
situation, 
for W ilson had won many norm­ 
ally Republican states in the far 
W est. On that occasion, when it 
was certain New York had gone 
for Hughes 
and he seemed 
to 


have won the usual 
Republican 
states east of the M ississippi ex­ 
cept Ohio, alm ost everyone took 
it for granted that all was over. 
Bets were paid in som e 
places, 
and many newspapers of the next 
m orning announced 
H ughes’ el­ 
ection. Not until it was certain 
that California had gone for W il­ 
son by a close margin was the 
outcom e decided, and for a time 
it looked as if New M exico’s four 
votes might be the deciding bal­ 
ance. if Hughes won 
California 
and Wilson Minnesota. 


New York 
of Great 
Importance 
There will be even more than 
the usual tendency this year to 
watch the New’ York 
result, 
as 
most observers feel 
that Smith 
must carry his home 
state 
to 
win. Even a Smith victory there 
will not. 
be conclusive, 
but 
a 
Hoover m ajority would 
perhaps 
send many watchers to bed with 
the belief the election was 
(fe­ 
nded. As early as 1796 Jeffer­ 
son told his follow ers 
to w-atch 
New York. He said he could pre­ 
dict all but three electoral votes 
outside that state, and he was 
very nearly if 
not 
absolutely 
right. W atching 
New’ York 
at 
that time, however, meant watch­ 
ing developm ents in its 
legisla­ 
ture. 
A change of 600 votes in New 
York would have lost Cleveland 
his first 
election, 
and 
there 
were many charges 
of 
fraud. 
Very seldom, how-ever, 
has 
it 
been even intim ated that fraudu­ 
lent voting or counting has 
af­ 
fected the outcom e of a presiden­ 
tial contest. In a very close elec­ 
tion the losers m ight demand a 
careful scrutiny 
of 
ballots 
in 
some part of a close state. There 
'a no Federal authority 
to de­ 
mand a recount, as the 
returns 
certified by the election officials 
of a state determ ine which elec­ 
tors are chosen, 
and 
Congress 
counts only the electoral votes. 
In 1876 the difficulty arose be­ 
cause rival state governm ents ex­ 
isted in certain southern states, 
and two sets of electors w’ere cer­ 
tified to Congress. The electoral 
commission was created 
to de­ 
cide which state officials w’ere the 
authorized judges of their state 
election. There was no recount of 
individual ballots. 
The great m achinery for gath 
ering 
the election 
news 
and 
spreading it everywhere by wire 
and wireless is already organiz­ 
ed. oiled, and waiting 
for 
the 
hour of action. From the close 
of the polls until the results are 
all in, the greatest mobilization 
of all methods of communication 
and the 
whole 
news-gathering 
power of the American press, will 
be at work to serve the Republic 
with the facts of 
its 
greatest 
governm ental event, a presiden­ 
tial election.
